^Regulations Regarding Seed 

The following instructions is* 
sued by the Canadian Wheat 
Board to the trade govern the 
exchange of Boai-d Wheat for 
seeding purposes for the 1950-51 
crop season. 

The Board will allow companies 
to exchange Board stocks of any 
variety of Red Spring wheat 
grading No. 1 hard. No. 1 or 2 
Northern, or' Durum grading ‘No. 
1 or 2 c.w. for other wheat, to 
enable bona fide producers to se¬ 
cure their seed requirements. 

The exchange will be on a 
bushel for bushel basis and cash 
settlement must be made for dif¬ 
ference in grades, bass the 
Boards’ domestic sale prices, 
which are broadcast daily (not 
the initial payment prices) on the 
date of the exchange plus the 
usual elevator charges. 

It must be understood that the 
Board cannot accept any respon¬ 
sibility whatsoever for the germ¬ 
ination, condition or purity, eith¬ 
er ax-.lAj*eed seeds or variety of 
the wheat del vered, and compan¬ 
ies are requested to follow the 
usual procedure and have th.e 
producer sign a seed grain waiv-

surface of harvested fields. It is not 
possible, however, to adjust the com¬ 
bine to prevent weed seeds front 
going over the back end and out 
with the chaff and straw. The 
approach is rather one of using good 
cultural and tillage practices, clean 
seed, and selective weed killers to 
reduce or eliminate weed infestation 
in the crop before harvest. Early, 
shallow after-harvest tillage is of 
great value as an aid in the germina¬ 
tion and control of weed seeds 
spread at harvest time. 

“Clean Grain" Important. Less 
than 10 percent of the combines 
operating on the prairies are equip¬ 
ped with any device to aid in grain 
cleaning or weed seed collection. 
Grain cleaners and supplementary 
sieves are available for attachment 
to combines, and the wide use ot 
such equipment by farmers couid 
certainly help to reduce dockage. 
The enormous loss which results 
each year from shipping millions ol 
bushels of weed seeds as dockage 
in commercial grain would seem to 
warrant the expenditure of about 
$125.00 per combine for auxiliary 
cleaning equipment. 

From Trucks. The modern 
method of transporting grain con¬ 
taining weed seeds in fast moving 
trucks, which are seldom covered, 
and often leaking, is playing a very 
important part in scattering weed 
seeds along highways, and, for that 
matter, over the whole country¬ 
side. To reduce this danger, farmers 
and ‘commercial truckers, when 
hauling dirty, bulk grain, are urged 
to use only leak-proof boxes and to 
cover their loads with a tarpaulin, 
especially on windy days. 

A little extra care while operat¬ 
ing combines, threshing equipment 
or trucks during the harvest rush 
can do much to reduce the un¬ 
necessary spread of weed seeds over 
cultivated fields, farmyards, and

Cover vege¬ 
tables with a cold brine 
made of 1 part salt to 8 
parts water. Let stand for 
24 hours, then drain, wash 
vegetables in cold water and 
drain!

On Aug. 15th the crop gave 
pi omise of one of the highest 
yields on record: but on Aug. 17th 
frost suddenly struck the crop, 
v. hich was two to four weeks late 
and still growing, and caused ex¬ 
treme damage in both yield and 
grades, ft is natural.that farmers 
shou d be keenly . disappointed 
with the damage the frost has 
d me and with the consequent 
1 >w grad'-s It is to be remember- 
■ed that all grades of grain are 
set Ji! detail by tlie Canada Grain 
Ac . jiud that the Board of Grain 
C nnni sioi.ers Standards Com- 
•mitlee, on which farmers are re¬ 
presented. set each year standard 
Simples, which accord with the 
Canadian Grain Act and which 
then become the ‘official grades. 
Competition at country points de¬ 
finitely assures that farmers will 
not be given lower grades than 
tl.e grain warrants, and because 
the grain, before it is delivered to 
the Wheat Board ..by Elevator 
Companies, is finally graded by 
Government Inspectors, it is nat¬ 
ural y extremely hazardous for 
Elevat'.r Companies to give farm¬ 
ers a higher grade than the grain 
will later be officially graded. It 
is tragic for farmers to see their 
high expectations of good in¬ 
comes unfulfilled, and their hopes 
blighted by such^an Unexpected 
end uncontrollable "side-swipe” of 
nature.
